Just what is a heart at- 
tack? 

Usually, it’s what the doc- 
tors call coronary thrombos- 
je, a sudden, drastic block- 
ing of one of the two coro- 
nary arteries which circle 
the crown of your heart. 

‘The coronary arteries are- 
n't part of your body’s, genér- 
‘al circulatory system; they 
exist to carry blood to the 
heart for its own mainten- 
ance. Blood and oxygen are 
the food of your heart. The 
coronary arteries send tiny 
branches into all parts of 
your heart to carry blood 
and nourish it. 

When the artery channel 
has been narrowed, a blood 
clot can form there. This 
blocks the channel and cuts
